Santiago de Cuba, July 20, via Playa del 
Este, July 21.—General Garcia has declared 
himself as about to discontinue coéperation 
with the American troops. The strained re- 
lations between the Cubans and our men 
have not been mended, but have grown 
worse. 

General Shafter has received a letter from 
Garcia in which he complains that he has not 
been treated fairly by the Americans. He 
says he was ordered by his government to 
codperate with the Americans, and has done 
so to the best of his ability. Now, he says, 
he is overlooked. He declares he was not 
notified officially that Santiago had sur- 
rendered, and was not invited to be present 
or send a representative. 

He is, moreover, deeply grieved by the re- 
port that this omission was because teme 
feared the Cubans would try to pillage the 
city. General Garcia hopes that Shafter 
will give no credence to such a suggestion, 
and compares the Cubans with Shafter’s 


| forefathers, who fought for freedom. He pro-

Washington, D. 8. July 21.[Spectal.}— 
General Nelson A. Miles, commanding the 


preliminary Puerto Rican expedition, con- 


sisting of about 6,000 artillery, cavalry, and 
infantry, convoyed by the battleship Massa- 
chusetts, the cruiser Cincinnati, and the 
gunboats Dime, Gloucester, Annapolis, Ley- 
den, and Wasp, is now on his way to make 
a @-<cent upon Spain’ s most easterly West 
Indian colony. 

General Miles informed the War depart- 
ment of his intention to depart from Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, at 8 o' clock in the afternoon, 
but considering difficulties which the expe- 
ditionary forces must have encountered be- 
fore reaching the open sea it is calculated 
that the transports and their naval convoys 
did not begin their journey eastward in the 
direction of Puerto Rico before dusk this 
evening. 

General Miles’ dispatch dissipated the feel- 
ing of depression which has pervaded mili- 
tary and naval circles for some days, and 


| incidentally put a quietus upon gossip among 


officials of the War and Navy departments, 
who have been at varianep concerning the 
real cause of the delay in the departure of 
the preliminary Puerto Rican expedition. 


Hearty Co-operation. 

General Miles is headed direct for a point 
on the Puerto Rican coast where he will cap- 
ture and establish a base of supplies prepar- 
atory to the arrival of General Brooke with 
reinforcements, and he will not stop until he 
reaches his destination. Captain J. C. Hig- 
ginson, commander of the Massachusetts, 
is in command of the naval convoy by virtue 
of his seniority over other commanders in 
the escort fleet.

There are 
few large shot holes through its hull, the 
principal ones being from a six-inch shell 
amidship and from some four-inch shells. 
Charred human remains were seen in severai 
places. A large heap of remains near where 
the ladder stood shows that a rush to escape 
was made by the engineers’ force. All were 
lost, as the hatches to the flreroom were 
closed. | 

The cruiser Castillla was less burned, but 
was terribly wrecked. There are’ plain 
traces where six big shells tore immense 
holes in its wooden hull. When the fire 
started the weight of the guns caved the hull 
inwards. 

Looks Like the Maine. 

The warship is now a mass of twisted iron 
and charred beams, a bad wreck, resembling 
that 
bodies left on board are badly burned. 
The shots doing the most damage tore over 
the after berth deck and through the port 
bow. Everything aft from the engines was 
shattered. 

Three large shells entered amidehips. The 
number of deaths was not so large as on 
the Reina Christina. The Don Antonio de 
Ulloa did not burn. It sank quickly, ridùied 
to pieces by shells of all sizes. The greatest 
havoc was done by six-inch shells. A num- 
ber of dead bodies, all huddled together near 
the ladder leading to the superstructure, 
shows that the men were killed by a shell 
as they were attempting to lift the treasure 
chest to the superstructure and saveit. A 
six-inch shell went through the cabin and 
wrecked everything in it. One man was 
killed in the cabin. It is impossible now to 
distinguish the rank of the dead men. 

The divers who went down to the ships are 
Oscar Ericsson and Frank Broshan, who 
are two of the best in the navy. 

This is the first time that divers have ever 
inspected warships which had been sunk in 
action.

May Decide to Take Manila at Once. 


Manila, Philippine Islands, July 17, via 
Hongkong, July 21.—Rear Admiral Dewey 
may decide to capture Manila before General 
Merritt arrives here. In view of the pos- 
sibility of an early peace and tho news from 
Cuba the insurgents are renewing their ac- 
tivity. ‘There have been vigorous attacks 
and a slight bombardment on the outskirts of 
the city, to which the Spaniards replied with 
an extravagant shelling. 

A Spanish steamer, the Vosol, having on 
board a native crew from the Visayes 
Islands, Southerners, is now in the hands 
of the insurgents. The crew revolted, killed 
the Spanish officers, and reached Tavabso, 
in the southern part of the Island of Luzon, 
but there they quarreled with Tagalon in- 
surgents and returned to lloilo, which is 
looked upon as indicating that the Visayes 
are unwilling to join the Tagalons, 

In any case it is considered certain that the 
Philippine Islands will never be amaiga- 
mated and that they will never return to 

rule. Therefore, the only alterna- 
tive, in the opinion of the best informed 
people here, is foreign rule, American or 
British.

Another Madrid special announces that 
telegrams from Barcelona report a growing 
movement in favor of the intervention of 
France, and that steps are about to be taken 
to formally invite France to take Catalonia, 
of which Barcelona is the capital, and which 
has an area of over 12,000 miles, under her 
protection. 


Dispatches filed at Lisbon, Portugal, on 


July 18, but which were suppressed by the 
censor, say that owing to the suspension of 
the constitution in Spain the Portuguese 
government has ordered reinforcements of 
troops to be dispatched to the frontier, fear- 
ing Spanish uprisings and the entry of revo- 
lutionists into Portuguese territory, as has 
been the.case in the past.

Bayonne, France, July 21.—A dispatch re- 
ceived from Madrid, dated yesterday, says 
the police searched several Carlist houses the 
previous evening and adds that the goyern- 
ment is satisfied of the existence of a wide- 
spread Carlist plot. Consequently the Car- 
list newspapers will probably be suppressed, 

Continuing, the Madrid dispatch says: 

„In spite of the denials of the Ministers 
everything points to the imminence of acri- 
gis. It is believed General Polavieja will be- 
come Minister for War in a national Cabinet,

George Williamson Gain an Im- 


portant Victory in the Paris

Paris, July 21.—Before the Tribunal of the 
Seine next week the suit of relatives of the 
late George Williamson of Cincinnati 
against the administrators of his estate will 
be heard. 

Williamson, a descendant of President 
Taylor, lived in Paris twenty years, and 
died a few months ago, leaving an estate 
of $200,000. When he died, Mme. Grand- 
camp claimed to be his widow. An action 
was begun by his relatives. 

Mme. Grandcamp had Labori of Zole fame 
as her. counsel. The courts decided against 
her, as she could not produce a certificate 
of marriage. The suit of the relatives 
against the administrators is a mere formali- 
ty to obtain full possession. Williamson 
was 565 when he died. He was devoted to the 
study of orn‘thology, and had an excellent 
library on the subject, one book of which 
recently sold for 8500.

Tampa, Fla., July 21.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Charles L. Leroux of Pass Christian, Miss., 
arrived this afternoon en route to Santiago 
at the request of the government to super- 
vise the general survey of the yellow fever 
epidemic prevailing there.

HOPES TO RESTORE PEACE BE- 
TWEEN AMERICA AND SPAIN. 


She Disapproeves the Course of This 
Government and Says Europe in 
General Is Against Us—League of 
Christian Women Issues a Manifes- 
to and Sends Miss Schley to Madrid 
and Washington—Her Mother Tells 
of Her Work in Milwaukee. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 21.—[Special. ]—Miss

Jessie Schley, who has been delegated by the 
peace societies of Paris to visit the Queen 
Regent and Sagasta at Madrid and Presi- 
dent McKinley at Washington, is the daugh- 
ter of Charles Schley, a commission broker 
of this city, and is a second cousin of Com- 
modore Schley. She is also a niece of Gen- 
eral Bradley Johnson, the Confederate Gen- 
eral, and can boast of a direct descent from 
the warriors of the revolutionary period. 
Although with the blood of such a warlike 
lineage coursing through her veins, Miss 
Schley has always been essentially a woman 
of peace. Her life has been devoted to phil- 
enthropic work. 

When a young girl Miss Schley wanted to 
enter the Order of the Sisters of the Sacred 
Heart, and actually did enter the novitiate 
at Albany, N. Y., but the mother superior 
of the institution, claiming that her health 
was bad, refused to allow her to take the 
wows of the order. She then returned to Mil- 
waukee, and with the approval of the late 
Archbishop Henni she established schools 
for the education of the children of the poor. 


ne continued this work for two years, labor- 


ing in the districts where the poorest classes 
of the laboring people resided. In 1876 she 
gave up her school work in this city and 
again entered a sisterhood, this time at St. 
Louis. She remained two years, and again 


Nad to leave the order because she was com- 


pletely broken down in health. It was not 
thought at the time that she could live, but 
on her return to this city she again recuper- 
ated, and once more entered into philan- 
thropic work on her own account. She at- 


tempted to organize a sisterhood, but the 


plan failed, because it did not meet with 
the approval of the Archbishop. 

The work which she did in this city at- 
tracted the attention of Archbishop Ireland 
of St. Paul. and at his solicitation she re- 
moved to his diocese and established in the 
City of St. Paul a working girls’ home. 
She conducted this institution for about ten 
years, returning to this city in 1889. 


Mrs. Schley Tells of Her Daughter. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Schley were first 
@pprised of the important mission of their 
daughter by the dispatch in Tue CHICcCaGo 
TRIBUNE this morning. Mrs. Schley said: 

We have been expecting her home daily 
and this is the first intimation we have had 
that she intended to go on such a mission. 
She wrote us from Paris, June 17, telling us 
that she was organizing a Woman’s League 
for Peace, in which she hoped to enroll the 
Christian women of the world, and I know 
that she has entered heart and soul into the 
work of trying to bring about ce be- 
tween the United States and 8 I do 
mot feel afraid to have her venture alone 
into that hostileland. A special Providence 
has always watched over her, and I believe 
that her path will always be made safe for 
her. Years ago, you know, she commenced 
her philanthropic work; work that carried 
her into all parts of the city, at all hours, 
and among all classes of people, and never 
throughout it all did she encounter a rude- 
mess. An atmosphere of dignity and purity 


Surrounds her always, and I feel that she 


is just as safe in Spain as she would be at 
home. I know it seems as though she 
Were taking her life in her hands, but still 
I do not fear for her. 

“Of course, the idea isa noble one. We 
would all of us like to see peace established: 
but the mission is so utterly futile that I 
cannot approve of it.“

London, July 22.— The Prince of Wales, 
says the British Medical Journal, has sanc- 
tioned the following statement: 

“*On Monday morning, July 18, while 
coming down the spiral staircase at Wad- 
desdon Manor he missed his footing, and in 
the sudden severe effort made to save him- 
self from falling sustained a fracture of the 
left patella. On examination it was found 
that the line of fracture was nearly trans- 
verse and close to upper margin of patella. 
About one-fifth of the bone, somewhat 
crescentic in shape, was torn away, along 
with tendonous insertion of quadriceps ex- 
tensor, and the gap between fragments 
amounted to little more than two inches. 

The joint was distended with blood and 
means were adopted to immmobilize the limb, 
bring down the upper fragment, and pre- 
vent tilting. This has proved so far success- 
ful that upon examination today ft was found 
the interval between the fragments had 
greatly diminished, not being now more than 
quarter of an inch apart, and the effusion 
in the joint has lessened considerably. 

“* The condition of the illustrious patient 
in other respects is most satisfactory and 
he is bearing his enforced restraint with ex- 
emplary patience and good temper. 
The question of an operation has had the 
fullest and most anxious consideration by 
the medical attendants, Pho, after care-

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.) 
The Prince of Wales’ accident in falling o 
the staircase at Waddesdon Manor while 
staying with Baron Ferdinand Rothschild 
is likely to prove far more serious even than 
indicated in the dispatches. For let alone 
the fact that a fracture of the knee cap is al- 
ways a matter of considerable gravity, espe- 
cially in the case of a heavy man close upon 
60 years of age, the Prince of Wales is not 
a person who can be called healthy, and is, 
moreover, like so many members of his fam- 

ily, weak in the legs. z 

He suffers to a degree of which few people 
have any idea from varicose veins, and there 
have been times when he has been unable to 
get through the London season without hav- 
ing his legs bandaged two or three times a 
day, this being particularly the case during 
the season that followed his memorable 
visit to India. P 

His phenomenal activity, which naturally 
keeps him a great deal on his legs, has al- 
ways served to aggravate the allment, and 
he has displayed a considerable amount of 
endurance in connection with this at all 
times distressing malady. The latter cannot 
fail to retard and interfere with his recovery 
fram the fracture of the knee cap, and even 
at the best he is likely to remain lame for 
life. 


It is a somewhat curious coincidence that 
his mother, the Queen, should be not merely 
lame, but almost entirely incapable of walk- 
ing without assistance owing to injury to her 
knee cap sustained through a fall at Windsor 
Castle, while the Princess of Wales is so 
lame owing to a stiffness of the knee joint of 
the right leg that ascending and descending 
staircases involves time and difficulty, while 
she is compelled to ride on horseback with 
the left instead of the right knee crooked. 

However, the lameness of the Princess is 
much less noticeable now than it was about 
twenty years ago, when it had a most pecul- 
lar effect on London society, every woman 
who wished to be considered in the swim ap- 
parently thinking that it was indispensable 
to imitate the walk of the Princess until 
what was known as the Alexandra limp” 
became almost universal in the British me- 


tropolis. 


It Is owing to the Prince of Wales’ afflicted 
exteremities that knee breeches are far less 
worn now at entertainments where royalty 
is present than was the case up to 1870. No 
one until then would have dreamt of attend- 
ing a dinner or an entertainment at Marl- 
borough House, Clarence House, Gloucester 


House, or any one of the royal residences, 


nor yet any entertainment given in honor of 
royalty wearing long trousers, black knee 
breeches and black silk stockings officiaily 
known as “ frock dress being de rigucur. 
Emperor William has introduced a similar 
rule at the court of Berlin, while Emperor 
Napoleon III. was so particular about the 


one occasion when Prince Murat the Elder 
requested permission to attend an entertain- 
ment at court in trousers instead of knee 
breeches owing to his being afflicted with 
the same ailment as the Prince of Wales— 
namely: varicose veins, that necessitated 
the bandaging of his legs, the permission 
was refused, and he had to stay at home. 
‘ 


It has been the condition of the legs that 


so comparatively seldom in the saddle. I 
may add that King George IV., the Prince’s 
granduncle, was afflicted in identically the 
same manner, and spent the latter years of 
his life with his legs bandaged up so as to 
render locomotion on foot out of the ques- 
tion. 

The Duke of York, especially since his ill- 
ness, looks pitiably weak about the legs; 
particularly when in that Highland costume 
which the Queen is so fond of making her 


male relatives wear when in Scotland. 


The only one of her family who ventured to 
make a kick against this predilection on her 


part is Prince Henry of Battenberg, who 


caught such rheumatism in the knee joints 
the first autumn he wore the kilt that he ab- 
solutely declined to do it again. 

It requires a Scotch constitution to enjoy 
wearing a kilt, which in the first place is 
terribly heavy, and secondly, when damp- 
ened by Scottish mists, is apt to cut the flesh 
on the back of the knees in a painful man- 
ner. 

Queen Victoria, in her book entitled 
„Leaves from the Highlands,” and describ- 
ing her life at Balmoral, draws a quite pa- 
thetic picture of the sufferings of her gillie, 


the late John Brown, from the cuts produced 


on his legs by his wet kilt. Indeed, the 
pathos of these pages is only equaled by 
that in which her Majesty, writing of her 
eldest daughter, the Empress Frederick, re- 
counts how “ poor, dear Vicky sat down on 
a wasps’ nest and got terribly stung.” 

There are rumors in European court cir- 
cles of fresh matrimonial troubles between 
the King and Queen of Roumania, and it is 
alleged that when the Queen returns to Rou- 
mania, which she will not do for some time

natic. 

It wast the latter course that was deter- 
mined upon, the Queen remaining under 
treatment in Germany for a couple of years, 
while her entire household, which had not 
only promoted her extravagances and eccen- 
tricities but had also taken advantage there- 
of, notably her Alsatian private secretary, 
Schaeffer, and her maid of honor, Helen 
Vacarescu, were curtly dismissed, and in the 
last two instances banished from the king- 
dom. 

The Queen did not return to Roumania 
until after 1 * of her husband’s 
nephew and h@ir, Prince Ferdinand, to 
Princess Marie of Great Britain and Coburg, 
and no sooner had she taken up her residence 
again at Bucharest than disagreements be- 
tween the two royal ladies arose, the Rouma- 
nians infinitely preferring the leadership of 
Princess Marie, a full-fledged royal Princess,
